best legitimate organ compositions, as 
my recent lists to you show, but one must 
“cultivate” “rag’’ playing if he has to 
play comedies, ete., atid the use of 
‘traps’ for this is indispensable The 
trouble with the organ in the picture 
theater is that it is inclined to be “heavy 
or churchy” and although [ think that 
one should always observe the dignity of 
“the king of instruments,’ vet one must 
not get ‘down in the cellar’ in picture 
playing.

PLAYS FOR THE RED CROSS. 
James R. Gillette's Recitals Offer the 
Way to “Do His Bit.” 

James R. Gillette, the Macon Ga., 
concert organist, will devote much of 
his recital work this coming fall to 
the Red Cross. This is in keeping, 
Mr. Gillette believes, with the slogan, 
“Everyone do his bit.” He offers his 
services to any church which will de- 
vote the entire proceeds to the Red 
Cross.

His program will be devoted 
entirely to the work of American 
composers for the organ for the en- 
tire season of 1917-18.
